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[57] ABSTRACT 

A burner assembly is provided for combining oxygen and 
fuel to produce a flame. The burner assembly includes a 
burner block formed to include a flame chamber having inlet 
and outlet openings, a bypass structure for conducting 
oxygen outside of the flame chamber to the outlet opening 
of the flame chamber and structure for discharging fuel into 
the flame chamber formed in the burner block. 
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
